THE RECENT TYPHOON OFF 

: COOHIN CHINA. i 

THE DIEMASTING OF THE ‘ BOTVID.’ 

Tho Norwogian barque Botvid, which ar- 
rived last night in tow of the Gorman 
steamer China, has brought somo particulars. 
with regard to the recent typhoun which 
caused such destruction off the coast of 
Qochin China about three wocks ago, Tho 
Botvid experienced the full force of the 


hurricane on Sunday, 29th August.. The 
day before, thé weather was fine with light 
winds from the E. and N.E., while the sea 
was comparatively calm. The first indica- 
tion of a change was a thick haze which 
coverad the sky in the evening. As tho 
night advanced, the wind rose gradually till 
between four and Bve o'clock in the morn- 
ing of the 29th, it assumed the strength of 
a hurricane coming: down. on the ship. ia 
aqualls. , The wind had by this time moved 
towards the North ond came from about 
N.N.E., while there was big sea rolling 
from: the $.E. . About eight o’clock the 
wind had gone round direct North and by 
this time the ship was woll within tho 
radius of the typhoon: The storm raged 
with increasing force during the whole fure- 
noon, changing its direction from North 
to West, its greatest strength being reached 
between 11 o'clock and midday, when it was 

lowing from the Wost. It was at this 
time that the masts of the vessel wore car- 
ried overboard and the tiny barque seemed 
a helpless prey amid the huge billows. 
By noon, however, the roughest experisnces 
were passed and the wind began to mode- 
tate alightly and change its direction from 
W. to S.W., from which latter quarter it 
blew daring the remainder of the harricane. 
Tho wind continued to blow. with great 
force till next morning, although the vessel 
seemed to have gat without the radius of 
the typhoon abont three or four o'clock in 
the afternoon. : 
“ ‘The barometer during the approach and 
continuance of the typhoon manifested 
the symptoms common to such storms. At 
‘midnight, between tho 28th and 20th, it 
stood at 750 m. or about 29.50. Krom that 
tima it decreased rapidly, reaching its low- 
est level abouf nvon on the 29th, when it 
was below tho lowest figure on the 
ship’s ‘glass,’ 720, marking probably 
about 28.30, From that point it rose. gra- 
duaily till next morning it stond again at 
750 m.-or 29,50.

The sea, which had carried with it the 
masta-of the barque had also done consider- 


able damage to the hull of the vessel. The | 


railings slong tho side of the ship were 
broken and the pumps were damaged, while 
one of the ship’a beat was broken and an- 
other carriod away. A small piece of the 
foremast, however, was left and on ita sail 
wasset, The vessel was put before the wind 
and by the help of this sail and the flow of 
the current the barque was steered to Leong 
Soi Bay-in the South of Hainan. - Arrived, 
there, Captain Henricksen made his way to 
the village of Leong Soi, which he reached 
after an arduous journey of two hours ovor 
marshes and streama. He had great diffi- 
culty in finding anyone who could ‘talk 
English, but at last a Chinaman was ablo to 
understand ‘what the Captain wished, and 
eventually, messenger was got to convey 
information of the accident to. Hoihow, 
from which port a telegram was gent to one 
of the German firmsin.this Colony, The 
Chinaman, who undertook the message, 
unlike the most of his race, would scarcely 
take any. remuneration for hia by no meaps 
easy task and ssemed content when he was 
allowed té come to Hongkong in the vessel.
